The Cattle Plague. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 15.—The 
Secretary of the Treasury to-day sent to the 
Senate the manuscript of the report of the 
commission on the cattle plague. It is a very 
voluminous document, covering hundreds of 
pages of foolscap and is also a most exhaust- 
ive history of fthe plague and the consideration 


of its causes and treatment for the extinction 
of this lung plague in infected districts. The 
commission consider it necessary that the 
authority entrusted with that work should 
be clothed with the following powers by law: 

To abulish or regulate markets and store 
cattle in the infected districts; to enjoin the 
slaughter at the fat markets in infected dis- 
tricts of all cattle entering those markets. 
Fat cattle for slaughtering elsewhere can be 
obtained at the bonded market. To prohibit 
all movement of cattle in infected districts, 
except under special licence; to inspect 
all cattle in suspected districts; 
to slaughter all infected cattie, and in ex- 
ceptional cases those that have been ex- 
posed to infection: to have the condemned 
cattle appraised, and the owners 
liberally indemnified; to prohibit all expos- 
ure of cattle on highways orin unfenced or 
insecure fenced places in infected districts, 
or of suspected cattle on a lot adjoining one 
occupied by healthy cattle or bordering on a 


than one herd on one pasture unless 
under special license; to disinfect 
all premises, fodder and other articles that 
have been presumably exposed to infection; 
toinstitute and enforce such minorrules as 
shailbe demanded by the peculiar condi- 
tions of particular districts. In order to 
éarry out these Qsuggestions the commission 
recommend a liberal appropriation by .Con- 
gretsto be disbursed by some des gnated 
Federal officer. Incase the work is dele- 
gated tothe different states the Commisslon- 


advise that a iliberal appropriation 
be made from the Federal 
Exchequer sufficient to cover the 


greater part of the outlay, and that this be 
paid over to the Executive of the infected 
state on the approva) by aveterinary sanitary 
organization designated for the purpose. The 
commission consisted of James Law, E. F.

Something About the Knee- 


Breeches Wilde. 


Incidents in His Life—The Renaissance 
in Art and Estheticism. 


Mr. Oscar Wilde (born a little more than 
twenty-six years ago) isthe son of an emi- 
nent Irish oculist, who was knighted for his 
conspicuous attainments. His mother is 
Lady Wiide, who enjoys considerable literary 
distinction as the autboress of numerous 
poetic effusions, all of considerable merit, 
which she sends forth to the world over the 
pseudonym of Speranza. His brother, Mr. 
Wiilie Wilaue, is a dramatic critic on one of 
the influential London dailies. Oscar un- 
doubtedly inherited his poetical vein from his 
mother, for, like the earlier poet Pope, when 
quite a child 

**He lisped in numbers 
For the numb ers come.’’ 

Atasuitable age he was sent to Oxford 
University, where, four years ago, he grad- 
uated with high honors. During his college 
course he won the same prize tn poetry which 
years before was carried off by Tennyson. It 
was auring his college days that he first con- 
ceived the idea of originating an art revival. 
One evening while seated in the apart- 


ments of his chum, where a number 
of other collegians were being 
entertained, Oecar startied the young men by 
fleciaring in the most earnest manner: ‘‘We 
must live up to our blue china; yes, decided- 
ly, we must live up to «ur blue china!” 
‘bat somewhat vague description has since 
been applied to the schooi which he is sup- 


osed to have founded, and 
Oscar’s disciples are said to. this 
day to be spending their lives 


inan attempt ‘te live up to their blue chi- 
n:.’’ The poet is not really the fourder of a 
school of art or philosophy. He has simply 
put to practical spplicaiion the theories which 
were advanced considerably before his own 
time by olderand perhaps wiser men and 
women. 
BURNS, JONES, WHISTLER, 

and other artists had, before Oscar’s 
advent pictured a society in which 
young ladies and gentlemen with dreamful 
eves, sallow complexions and remarkable 
clothes furmed the principal characters. Mor- 
rie, the poet and art decorator,whose theories 
upon the subject of interior oraamenta'ion, 
bv the way, are now generally accepted as 
true, several years before Oscar began giving 


afternoon tea parties in his apartments, 
where the light was rose-colored 
and subdued almost to darkness, 


had inetituted such radical reforms in the 
furnishing of houses as made those unacci:s - 
tomed to the new designs wonder what they 


meant. But Oscar Wiide had a purpose, and 
that urpose be resolved to carry 
out. @ believed that the movement 


which had recovered its momentum from 
the writing- of the Ro-ett’s, the pictures of 
Burne, Jones and Whistler and the practical 
effects of Morris was right and reasonable, 
aud he determined to assist it as much as 


was possible. He accordingly entered 
London “society,” where as the 
son of well-born arents and as 


the possessor of means he was welcomed. 
Oscar had come to teach it something new 
abouttbe art of living. Oscar did not make 
himself ridiculous, by any means. Ladies 
past their youth, and old besaux who had 
vutbred their capacity for learning tried to 
laugh him down. 


Shortly new shades of color began to be 


noticed. Subdued tints which seemef#l; rath- 
er than one, to be asubtle blending af many. 
The ugly rede, and greeus and yeilows which 
toned down though they were to delicate 
shades, were still the only stock In trade of 
every lady who had occasion to wear nice 
toilets, began to go out, and young and old 
replaced them by garments like that one 
described by Henry James, Jr., as having 
been worn. 

“MISS EVELYN VANE, 
& sage-creen robe, mystic, wonderful, all em- 
broidered with subtle devices and flowers,and 
buds of tender tint; very straight and tigbt 
in front, and adorued behind aiong the apine 
with 'arge, strange irridescent buttons. What 
is there in a row of spinal buttons to make 
one dream—io donneurs a rever, as they sa 
here? This gracious English maiden, wit 
her clingivg robes, her amulets and girdles, 
with a’ quaint and angu ar 
in her step, er carriage something 
Medizxval and Gothis, inthe uetails of her 
person and dress is deeply delightfully 
picture+que, swifter, sofier, rounder, richer 
then other girls. Not much tolk—a great 
sweet silence —then the violet eye— 
the very eye itself seems to blush, the 
oye shadowy hat,making the brow so quiet; 
the strange, clinging, clutching pictured rai. 
ment. itis avery gracious, tender type.’’ 
This isthe kind of girl which Mr. O-car 
Wiide’s revival of tusie of the sense of beauty 
in England, made possibie. Imagine the 
conventional young lady, clad in the conven- 
tional style, making any one dream by the 
witcheryv of the buttons down her back. The 
great xsthetic renaissance Wilde inaugu- 
rated. 

The wits of London found in the new spirit 
which Was coming over the town a fertile 
ficeli to workin. Du Maurser, week’ after 
w: ek, printed side-splitting cartoons in which 
ladies Were represented en lank, not feeling 


the best in the world because they 
had = spent the previous night by 
the bedside of their beloved boy. 


Oscar,like his mother,followed the bent of his 
poetic instine 8, and lant year he publifhed a 
modest volume of **Poems.’’ any of the 
pieces in the book are of avery high order 


of merit, and, while they are 
bezarre and affected in style and 
frequently damaged by an _ overstrung 


after effect, they manifest a decided and 
original genius. The best piece of the whole 
is the opening one, which is an apostrophe 
to England and is entitled, ‘Are Imperatrix.” 
A littie piece called “Requiescat’’ contains 
the beautiful lines: 
‘‘Lily like, white as snow, 
She hardly knew 
She #ae @a woman, so 
Sweetily she wrew.’’ 

It bas been charged that his poems are re- 
plete with indecencies of thought end expres- 
sion. This is only partially true. 
The long poem called ‘“Charmides’? 
contains a few  objectionanle phrases. 

PERSONALLY 
Oscar Wilde is talia:dsiender. He wears 
his hair long and parted almost in the center. 
His face is unusually long and his mouth 


large. His manner is one of quier, 
eary, self- possession, and savoring 
strongly of ‘“.e grande monde.” His 


attire on ordinary occasions isthe same as 
that usually worn. It is only during his lec- 
tures that he weurs the famous knee 
breeches.

J. Williams, ninth district, and Col. 
R. H. Musser, tenth . district. 
Messrs. A. A. Lesueur, the secretary, 


and John Waddill. corresponding secretary, 
were also in atyendance. Ruilroad Commis- 
sioner Harding, M. K. McGrath, Secretary of 
State, ahd Ed. Cunninzhan, of this city. were 
sisoin attendance, althougn not wflicers of 
the association.

LANCASTER’S LAMENT. . 


Driver of a Delivery Wagon Urging a 
False Prosecution Claim. 

A special jury attended in Judge Boyle’s 
Court this morning for the trial of the 
damage suit, Benjamin Lancaster against 
Dugald Crawford, the well-known dry goods 
merchant. The plaintiff wants five thousand 
dollars damages from Crawford & Co., 


on account of arrest, imprisonmgnt, 
and prosecution upon a false charge of em- 


bezzlement. Lancaster was employed by the 
dry goods firm in the capacity of delivery 
wagon driver. His duty was to deliver goods 
to customers and collect on all packages call- 
ing for cash on delivery. On the 4th of Octo- 
ber he complains that Mr. Crawford caused 


him to be arrested for holding back $82 50 of 
moneys collected. The following day a war- 
rant Was sworn out in the Court of minal 
Correction, and Lancaster went to jail, await- 
log a disposition of the case. Judge Cady held 
the pisintift for the action of the grand 
jury and be was sent back behind the bars 
until the 26th of October, when a bill of in- 
dicitment was presentedto the grand jury. 
That body, after a proper investigation of the 
circumstances leading to the arrest,re'urned: 
**Not a true bili. Dimmock, foreman.” And 
the plaintiff was at once discharged. 
Mr. Lancaster alieges that he always bore a 
good character, and that the prosecution on 
the part of his employers tarnished his good 
name and brough: him into disgrace. Messrs. 
Crawford called for a special jury to sit in 
this case and determine whether there was 
“probable cause’”’ in jaw shown for the prose- 
cution of this young man. 

Messrs. Crawford in defence state that the 
plaintifff.iied to account for the missing 
money in a satisfactory manner. His an- 
swers were evasive and his associations were 
such that they believed there was good ground 
for suspicion.

The Ways and Means Committee of the 
House of Delegates is considering the ques- 
tion of jail guards’ pay. Jailer Ryan and the 
head guards were before the committee yea- 
terday.

His position is at the 
great iron gates at the west end of the prison, 
through which pass the teams that take the 
supplies to the place or carry the finished 
work of the prisoners away. The gates open 
directly upon the street. Baldwin is dressed 
in the prison garb, which consists of cloth, 
the right half being deep blue and the left 
half red, the sleeves being of alternating 
stripes of bluish white and brown. He wag 
clean shaven, and __séihis hair was 
cropped close. There is a large scale 
near the keeper’s lodge, and Baldwin, in

Qur attention bas 
been attracted to this matter by the recent 
munificence of Mr. C. W. WEsT, the bach- 
elor millionaire. Some months ago Mr. W. 
gave the citva magnificent art Museum and 
now he has supplemented it with: gift of 
$150,000 to pri perly endow it. Years ago Mo- 
MICKEN presented the city with a University, 
which, through his careful forethought, has 
grown to be a spleadid school, equipped with 
buildings and apparatus second to none in the 
land. Thecity has a splendid hospital and 
home for the benefit of old people, the result 
of the bounty of Mr. WEsT and afew other 
rich gentlemen. There is the PROBASCO- 
DAVIDSON fountain, which cost over +100,000, 
and which is the chief artistic ornament of 
the city—a present from two suceeseful hard- 
ware merchants. The grand Music Hall, out 
of which has grown the College of Music, and 
which has given the city a continental fame, 
was the giftof noble REUBEN SPRINGER, who 
lives to hear himself praised eve:y day, and 
who has a daily revenue of enjoyment from 
his investment far greater than that which 
some of his wealthy neighbors derive from 
their bonds. Then thereis DAViD SINTON, 
the Croesus of the pig-iron fraternity, who has 
somewhere the plans and drawings of a mag- 
nificent Forum which he proposes to set up 
in Custon House Square one of these days, 
and ALEX. FURGUSON, who made the citya 
present, in good part, of its pros- 
perous Southern Railway. The iist of 
benefactors might be largely extended 
—not forgetting Mr. SINTON’S endow- 
ment of the Bethel, where religion and 
soup are dispensed to the homeless poor; 
but we have said enough to show that Cin- 
cinnati, despite its smoke and dirty streets 
and bad location, is the most favored city in 
the Union. The big-heartedness of its capi- 
talists has made it the center of culture and 


cisely the Athens of the Union, but xsthetic 
Boston has no license to turn up her nose at 
the city whose feet are washed by the 
miasmatic Maketewah. The _ result of 
the grand benefactions which we have 
enumerated, has been to fill its people 
with a longing for better things. © They have 
wood-carving schools, and the ladies have 
blue China, which they endeavor to live up 
to, as the disciples of the new school of re- 
finement putit. What a pity itis that St. 
Louis bas so few public-spirited citizens. 
Our rich meu are apparently the poorest in 
the country. The only men whom we can 
poiat to with pride, on account of their liber- 
ality and disposition to lift the city above the 
swamp level of village mediocrity, are HENRY 
SHaw and WAYMAN CROW and GEORGE 
PARTRIDGE, the kind-hearted gentleman at 
the head of the Provident Association, 


whose benevolent works are 60 well 
known to us all. This is our list of 
Benefactors! Mr. Crow has presented us 


with asplendid Art Museum. The building 
is there but the Artis to some extent 
lacking. Mr. CRow has dose nobly but he 
expects his favored fellow-citizens to fill the 
store-house which he has so generously given 
us. Uptothistime the total contributions 
are less than $50,000. They should be five 
times as much. We have as much weaith in 
St. Lovis as they have in Cincinnati but there 
is no emulation here to make the city con- 
spicuous—no love of adornment. Perhaps if 
we had better streets and less dirt we would 
acquire a taste for the beautiful and a proad 
spirit of philanthropy wou!d extend to our 
men who have been favored by fortune.

. ANDREW CHRISTY 

was at one time the owner of an enormous 
estate. At his death he left $1,000,000, which 
was scattered and dissipated through various 
channels. 

lik MULLANPHYS 

was one of the largest and most notable of all 
the old properties and was worth about 

7,000,000. Thefounder of this estate was 
the famous John Mullanphy, a public spirited 
and liberal hearted man, who was 
tae founder of the Mullanpby emigrant fund 
and Home, which has done untold good for 
many years, although at present much of its 
efficiency is impaired by the red tape method 
of transacting matters. His son, Brvan Mul- 
lanphy, was an eccentric, and in 1847 was the 
Mayor of the city. He inherited much of the 
liberal qualities of his father, and at one time 
donated one-third of his estate to the city. 
An amusing story is told of this member of 
the Mulianphy family. At one time both 
Thornton and himself were confined in the 
Sisters’ Hospital for treament for mental dis- 
order. Sometime after a bill was presented 
to Thornton and the matter got into 
court, Mr. Chas. Gibson, the well-known 
lawyer, being counsel for Thornton. While 
the latter was on the stand, he was cross-ex- 
amined in this wise: *“*‘Why were you confined 
in the asylum?” ‘**Because I was crazy.” 
‘“‘Was Mr. Mullanphy crazy?” ‘“Certainiy he 
was.’’ ‘*How couid you tell that?” “Well, 
one day the sisters allowed us to go out bug- 
ry-ridiog, and going along Fifth street Mul- 
lanphy said he was going to put the horse on 
a dead run and see how close he could come 
to the oxen-carts, with which that street was 
always crowded. He did so, and lashed the 
borse to full speed, and we went flying along, 
and several times we came within an 
ace of being dashed to pisces against 
the passing vehicles. I was frightened nearly 
to death, and I made a vow that 1 would 
never again ridein a buggy;’’ and he never 
did. Miss Ann Mullanphy, daughter of John 
Mullanpby, married a Maj. Biddle, who was 
afterwards killed in a duel with Mr. Pettis, 
fought at Bloody Island. Indeed, both prin- 
cipals fought at five paces. The widow, Mrs. 
Biddle, built a female orphans’ asyium upon 
ber husband’s death, and gave aWay enor- 
mous sums in charities of various kinds. She 
built a number of charitable institutions and 
and even gave up her fine residence in the 
cause of mercy. Major Biddle and bis noble 
wife now rest together, and the inclosed 
monument at Tenth ard Biddle streets is an 
interesting remembranee of the good works 
done in life. The property of the Mullanphy 
family is divided up well and is in good 
hands. Gen. Harney married a lady in tbis 
family; Chas. Chambers another; Major 
Frost, grandfather to R. Graham Frost, 
another, and these families are all well en- 
dowed with worldly goods. 


THE CARRS. 

The famous Carr estate, which was accu- 
mulated by the work of Judge Wm. ©. 
Carr, was another handsome property. This 
was divided up very fine amongst a very uu- 
merous family, and is no longer regarded as 
an important estate. 


THE COLLIERS, 

George Collier was the greatest of old time 
merchants, and by his business tact and per- 
severance gathered a large fortune together, 
while most of the old time millionaires got 
their fortunes by holding on to property until 
its value compounded and compounded. Mr. 


Collier made his by legitimate busi- 
ness methods. In this case’ the 
property fell to worthy heirs.

THE BANKS FRIGHTENED.

Too Much Money Lent on Falling 
Wheat. 


The Situation Becoming Very Criti- 
cal. 


The situation on ’Change to-day was by no 
means less grave than yesterday, although 
no failures were reported during the morn- 
ing. The prices of grain still dropped, al- 
though both provisions and cotton showed a 
better feeling and more confi- 
dence, Even the most conservative 
men upon the floor admitted that it would 
need but little to create a wild panic on the 
St. Louis Exchange, and that if it did come a 
great many strong houses would be carried 
down before they could realize on their re- 
sources. Prudent men are putting their 
business in order for a storm with all 


the diligence they can use, and upon everv 
side there are signs which he who runs may 
read foreboding trouble. The worst is not 
over, despite the reassuring statements of a 
number of well informed people who are on 
the wrong side of the market. 

“What do you think of the situation?” 
asked a PostT-DISPATCH representative 
of a well-known bauk cashier who was lean- 
ing over the bar around the call board chairs, 
and anxiously scrutinizing the black board. 

“T think things are getting badly tangled, 
and I don’t know but what the worst is to 
come.” 

‘There is agood deal of suffering among 
the grain men.” 

**Look here, don’t put mein the paper and 
[ wii tell you just what is going on.”’ 

‘* All right. ”? 

**You see those figures yonder?’ 

“You mean on wheat?’ 

‘Yes. You see February wheat is $1.34 
and March wheat $1.234«. In other words, 
March is ten cents cheaper than February 
—in the natural course oftrade it ought 
to be two and a half cents higher. In short, 
February wheat is 12%c a bushel higher than 
it ought to be. The banks, and our bank is no 
exception to the rule, have been lending 
money On wheat up to within four cents of its 
cash value, and taking the elevator receipts as 
collateral. Now the March figures show that 
the value of wheat is about ten cents less 
than its cash _ price, or in other 
words we have ient more than {the 
value on the collateral offered to us, and it is 
still deteriorating. Do you see?’ 

“Oertainly.*? 

‘*}iaving done this, we are trving to retrace 
our steps, and correct our mistakes, and this 
strains the already strained situation atiill 
further. Of course, with brokers pushing 
for margins on one side and the banks try- 
ing to secure rash loans on the other, 
& man must have very easily convertible 
resources to stand the rackev. The wonder 
to me is not that a few weak firms have gone 
up, but that a creat many others have not 
followed in their path.” 

‘*Then the banks are gradually tightening 
their lines ?’’ 

“They must. If there should be areal out 
and out panic, of course, we could stand it, 
but it would make us dust around in a pretty 
lively fashion. I do not think that the gravity 
of the situation has been at all over- 
rated.” 

**How do you account for the present fic- 
titious value of February wheat as compared 
with March and April?’ 


“It is cornered, of course, and the people | 


underneath the deal evidently mean to carry 
the stuff through at the present rate. I sup- 
pose they are ableto do it. I understand 
Kehlor and one or two other’ very rich 
men are holding it up. It 
has cost them between $125,000 
and $150,000 dead losstocarry it to the point 
where it is to-day, and unless [am very much 
mistaken they wiil drop $50,0C0 more before 
thev realize. Thev can stand it, however.” 

“*T suppose when this flurry itover you will] 
not lend up to within 4 ceuts of the price of 
grain?” 

“There is notelling. We will not for 
awhile; but where you havea lotof banks 
each witha pile of moneyto lend competi- 
tion will get sharper and sharper till we get 
back to the oid figures again, and perhaps 
pass them. To buy a million bushels of 
wheat now aman only needs $40,000; he can 
always get some foo! bank to 
put up the other $1,260,000, and .then 
hustie round for its money when things get 
into a snarl of this kind.”

Riotous Refusal of Property Owners to 
Honor Bonds. 

CORNING, N. Y., February 15.—Iin 1875 or 
1876 the town of Greenwood, Steuben county, 
N. Y., with other towns, issued bonds for the 
construction of the Pine Creek and Hornelils- 
ville Railroad. These bonds the railroad 
company sold to outside parties to obtain 
funds to carry on the construction. After 
the road had been partiaily completed the 


funds gave out, and the company were 
unable to complete the work. The 
interest on the bonds came due, 


and, upon the non-payment thereof, the out- 
side parties sued the town of Greenwood for 
the value of the bonds and interest, and the 
court decided that they were valid and must 
be paid. The matter was accordingly given 
to the tax collector for collection. He levied 
upon 2 » and attempted to make a 
sale. He was defeated by the taxpayers mass- 
ing tegether and refusing to allow any bids 
Lo be made, threatening to kill the first per- 
son who should offer a bid. The sheriff of 
the county was cailed upon to protect the 
buyers and effect a sale, but yet no sale 
has taken place, even thotgh the sheriff 
aod a large posse have been on the ground. 
The Governor of the state will becalied on 
to furnish protection to the collector and the 
would-be buvers. Five or six attempts have 
been made tosell the property. The tax- 
payers claim they caused the bonds to be is- 
sued in good faith, but refuse to pay 
them unless the railroad is completed. They 
decline to recognize the judgment of the 
court declaring the securities valid. The tax- 
payers are Well orvanized tothe number of 
three hundred, and are capabie of 
making considerable

erty for taxes. watch was put up and an 
outsider bid $2. A rush was made for the 
bidder, and he was compelled to withdraw 
the bid. The sheriffanda large pusse had 
their hands fullto keep the mob from killing 
the man. .There is great excitement in the 
county concerning the action of the taxpay- 
ers of Green » Many siding with them, 
claiming that as they issued bonds for a rail- 
road they should have the road, and not be 
compelled to pay for what they have not re- 
ceived, claiming thatitis purely a money- 
making matter to cheat Greenwood out of 
property, and that no railroad was intended 
to be built. The outside parties holding the 
bonds say they purchased them of the rail- 
road company in good faith, and demand 
they be paid.

7 Run Over and Killed. 
‘oLUMBUS, O., February 15.—Jas. Burns, 
‘-eman in the Piaus yaras, was run over 
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a very few Democrats. No half-breeds were 


present, and Emory A. Storrs, in his brief 
speech on Lincoln, remarked that there were 
no haif-breeds in Lincoln’s time. The Lincoln 
Club has of late years been altogether in the 
hands of the Arthur wing cf the party. 
It was very noticeable to-night that 
there was not a murmur of applause when 
one of the speakers mentioned the name of 
the late President Garfield, but loud and pro- 
longed cheers rent the air when, a moment 
later, the same speaker refegred to Conkling. 
Among those present were Gen. Grant, 
Emery A. Storrs, Rev. Mr. Newman, Lloyd 
Aspinwall, Thomas C. Acton, ex-Senator 
McDonald and many others. Gen. Grant, 
when introduced as the first speaker, spoke as 
follows: — 

GENTLEMEN OF THE LINCOLN CLUB: Iam 
very sorry you did not listen to the suggestion 
of Senator McDonald and let Mr. Storrs, of 
Chicago, speak. Iam sure thatif you had 
you would have heard something worthy of 
the occasion and worthy ofthisclub. Heisa 
citizen much longer than I have been of the 
State from which Mr. Lincoln hailed. He 


knew Mr. Lincoln long before I did, for: 


I never met Mr. Lincoln until I 
met him in Marcn, 1864. He _ conld 
tell you much better than I could 
all his good qualities. I will say, however 
now that Iam on my feet, that I like the 
name of your club. Ilike the principles 
upon which itis based. Ilike it pecause it 
beara the name of one of thegreatest men 
that our country has produced, and one who 
probably was better for the time and for the 
occasion than perhaps any man we had in 
this country. [Applause.] Although when 
the war broke vutin 1861 [ was a citizen of 
the same State that our then President be- 
longed to, I had never met him until I came 
East, in 1864,to take command of all the 
armies. [Applause.] I hed heard very 
much of him. I had heard much 
of bis fund of anecdote. I was 
led to suppose that he was a man who 
passed away histimein telling little stories 
and sometimes stories that it would not do to 
repeat except in society entirely composed of 
gentiemen. Hespenta good deal of time 
with me at City Point, and 1 saw him on in- 
timate terms. I never heard a word from 
Mr. Lincoln himself that could not be said 
in the society of a lady. [Applause.] He 
had a fund of anecdote, but it was always to 
illustrate a point. I scarcely ever heard him 
talk in my life but that after stating the case 
very ciearly he did not add some 
little anecdote to illustrate exactly what he 
meant to give point toit. I will give you one 
of the stories that I heard bim tell as an indi- 
cation. After the surrender of apopomattox, 
I started back to Washington to stop the en- 
listments and purchasing of supplies. Gen. 
Meade forwarded a letter to me from Gov. 
Smith, of Virginia, in which he said he had 
temporarily taken the state government to 
Danville. He wished to know whether he 
would be permitted to carry on the functions 
of his office unmolested. If he was not per- 
itted to do so, he wished to know whether 
he and his friends would be 
permitted to leave the country with- 
out molestation. [Laughbter.] I referred the 
matter to Mr. Lincoln afew moments after- 
ward, and he said: ‘*Well, now, I am just 
like my friend, M2Groriarity, of Springfieid. 
He was very fona of drinking. His triends 
persuaded him to join the temperance socie- 
tv, but he was so much in the habit of drink- 
ing that he bas to go through the motions of 
drink by taking sodajwater, but one day he 
held the glass behind his back and said: 
‘Doctor, could you not putin a drop unbe- 
knownst to meself?’”? and I knew then what 
I was to do and what I was to reply to Gov. 
Smith’s letter as well as if Mr. Lincoln had 
made a speech as Jong as the speech of Sen- 
ator McDouald. [Laughter and applause.] 


Reweighing the Mails. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—Ther¢ is some ex- 
citement in the post-office over the resolution 
of inquiry introduced by Mr. Springer, call- 
ing for the correspondence between the post- 
«flice department and the trunk lines regard- 
ing reweizhing of the mails. The gist of 
this matter lies in an official letter written by 
Mr. James, while pvostmaster-general, to 
Wtlham H. Vanderbilt, granting a_re- 
weighing of the mails on the 
New York Centra! railroad, although the 
mails were weighed last March, and need not 
have been weighed again for three vears. 
The practical effect of this act, itis said, was 
to give the New York Central about $70,000 
avear. There are uncharitable persons who 
see a suggestion of cause and effect in this 
business, and are interested enough, at least, 
to prosecute the matter far enuugh to see 
what there is in_ it. The  prob- 
lem looks to him  4tlike _ this: Cai 
we think that Mr James, the _ great 
reformer, threw $70,000 a year to the New 
York Central roau, avd took his pay in the 
shape of a presivency of a Vanderbilt bank at 
asalary of $25,000, jleaving a credit to the 
New York Cen rai of $45,000 a year. The 
people who svmpathize with the star-route 
interests c!aim tbat this correspondence is of 
a piece with other acts of Postmaster- 
General James, who, they sav, cut down the 
iufant mail service on the frontier and poured 
(he money thus saved into the laps of the 
vreat trunk lines. The correspondence wil! 
soon go to the house, and we shall then see 
what there is in it. | 


Died of Too Much Chloral. 

St. PAUL, MINN., Webruary 14th.—Johbn 
Munday died at Rogers’ hotel early this 
morning from an overdose of hydrate of 
chloral, administered by himself. He was 
until last Friday an orderly at Gen. Terry’s 
headquarters, but was discharged from that 


position on account of excessive drinking. 
He came down from Fort Snelling witb bi- 
wife and two children and registered at the 
hotel, preparatory to his departure north. 
Not feeling wel!, be took a smai! quantity of 
chloral bhvdrate to produce sleep. Subse- 
quently be sent to a drug store an procured 
more, which proved to be an overdose, and 
his wife soon found himinastupor, from 
which he could not be aroused by any artifice 
of the physicians. An examination was had 
to-day,amd ‘he jury brought ina verdict 
that the deceased came to his death by an 
overdose of hydrate of chloral, and thatin the 
opinion of the jury druggists should intrust 
none but experienced pharmacists with the 
dispensing and selling of poisons. 


The Missouri Open.

+? HUMAN OSTRICHES. 


Folx Who Feed on Pins, and Jack- 
ives and Swallowers of Metal. 
) From the New York World. 


There died not very long ago at Prestwich 
on ge in Evgiand,s madman in whose 
y were found 1,841 o! jects, to-wit, 20 
buckles, 14 pieces of gluss, 10 pebbles, 3 knot-" 
ted strings, a piece of leather, a fish-hook, a 
pin, 9 7 er buttons and 1,782 nails and 
tacks. Ss madness was of a common sort, 
after all. At the autopsy of a convict in the 
Brest galleys fifty-two objects were found in 
the stomach, including several knives and 
ee of iron hoop four inches long. In 
arch, 1809, asailor named John Cummings 
died.in Guy’s Hospital, London,whose exper- 
jenees completely eclipsed the performances 
of the boy described by Messrs. Sawyer and 
Allenin ‘*Pickwick’’ as addicted to wooden 
beads. In 1796 he had seena French juggler 
“swallowing” knives by the dozen, and 
in his credulity believing that the juggler 
actually conveved them into his stomach, he 
undertook to rival him and swallowed four 
claep-knives. Luckily, these did not kill 
him, and he was satisfied to rest on his laurels 
until Mareb, 1805, when at Buston he was one 
day eengeee, while drinking, to boast of and 
repeat his performance. In the course of 
that evening he swaliowed six knives, and 
when next morning crowds of visitors came 
to see him he was induced to swailow eight 
more. He paid dearly for his frolic, for he 
was seized with constant vomiting and pain 
in the stomach, and though py heroic meas- 
ures be was relieved of the knives, that organ 
was irretrievably ruined. But all his suffer- 
ings did not suffice tocure bim of his folly, 
forat Spithead in December, 1805, being 
somewhat tipsy, be resumed bis boastfulness 
of being able to swallow kuiyes, and to amuse 
the ship’s company swallowed nine clasp- 
kaoives, some of a ilarge size. 
Again he became ill, and in the 
hands of the ship’s surgeon for several 
months, during which portions of knives 
were discharged. At length he was admitted 
as a patient at Guy’s Hospital, and in Maren, 
1809, he died in a state of extreme emacia- 


tion. 
A miider form of this disease is the fond- 
ness for pins and needies. Dr. Stephenson, 
of Detroit, reported in 1877 the case of a 
woman of seventy-five, whom he had relieved 
ofa pin swallowed forty-two years before, 
while picking her teeth. Siloy has recorded 
the case of a woman who made pins and 
needies ber daily diet, and from whose body 
1,500 of these articles were taken after her 
death. A: ther case, almost as striking, said 
the Lonuon Lancet, about a year ago, has 
been recorded by Dr. Gillette (1874), that of 
agiriin whom, from time to time, needles 
were found beneath the skin, which they per- 
fforated and were removed by the fingers or 
ferceps. Concerning the way in which they 
got into her system no information could be 
extracted from her. She was carefuliy 
vatched by Dr. Lepaulmier, and in the 
a of eighteen months no less than three 
yindred and twenty needles were extracted, 
all being about the same size. The largest 
number which escaped in a single day was 
sixty-one. A curious phenomenon pre- 
ceded the escape ofeach needle. For some 
hours the pain was severe, and there was 
considerable fever. She then felt a sharp 
— like lightning in the tissues, and on 
00 at tne place at which tbis pain had 
been feltthe head ofthe needie was gener- 
ally found projecting. The needles invariably 
came out heagforemost. No bleeding was 
occasioned, and not the least trace of inflam- 
mation followed. That little weight is tobe | 
attached to the place at which the needies 
escape as proof oftheir mode of introduction 
is evident from a case recorded by Villars of a 
girl who swallowed a large number of pins 
and needles, and two years afterwards, dur- 
ing a period of nine months, 200 passed out 
ofthe hand, arm, axilla, side of thorax, 
abdomen and thigh, all on the left side. The 
pins, curiously, escaped more readily and 
with less pain than the needies. Many years 
ago # case was recorded by Dr. Otto, of 
Copenhagen, in which 495 needies passed 
through the skin of a hysterical giri, who had 
probably swaliowed them during a hysterical 
paroxysm; but these allemerged in regions 
below the level of the diaphram and were 
collected in groups, which gave 
rise to inflammatory swellings 
of some size. One of these 
contained 100 needies. In 1878, Dr. Bigger 
described before the Society of Surgery of 
Dublin a case in which more than 300 needles 
were removed from the vody of a woman who 
died in consequence of their presence. It 1s 
very remarkable in how few cases the needles 
were the cause of death, and bow slight an 
interference with function their presence and 
movement cause. M. Henride Parville, the 
well-known French writer on science, has 
described many cases of this sort, nota few of 
them of sane persons. M. Berenger-Feraud 
took a needle from the arm of a woman of 
twenty-four, who did not recollect swallow- 
ing it, and had for weeks been unable to un- 
derstand why she felt a pricking sensation 
whenever she rested her arm on the table. 
Another care is that of a girl of sixteen who« 
was dying from gastritis, it was thought, till 
examination revealed the presence oj a nee- 
die, swallowed by accideut, she knew not 
when. 
W hat becomes of the rash youth of Bologna 
who, to show bow a juggler swallowed a 
sword, introduved a siiver fork into his 
throat and let it slip down, we do not know. 
He probably “‘went to meet” the swallowers 
of faise teeth. Brunel, the great engineer, 
had a narrow escaje once upon a time, when 
amusing some children by causing a haif- 
sovereign to vanish from his mouth and re- 
appear in bis ear, the coin suddenly slipping 
down into bis gul let.

AN IMPERIAL DIANA. 


The Empress of Austria Hunting in 
England This Time. 
London Special to New York Heraid. 

The Heraid’s correspondent at Whitchurch, 
Cheshire, telegraphs on Tuesday as follows: 
“This quaint little town has been for several 
days the scene of gayety and bustle. The 
Empress of Austria arrived at Combermere 
on Saturday. She had her first hunt yester- 
day. The long journey from the Austrian 
capital was made with but one mishap, the 
overheatingigof an axle, which obliged the 
Empress to leave her /uxurious saloon Car- 
riage fora commoner one. She was met at 
Dover by the Austrian Embassador, Count 
Karolyi. Special trains carried the imperial 
visitor to London and thence without stop- 
ping, except to change engines, to Whit- 
ch reh, which was reached after dusk. 
Alighting from the train, the Empress, who 
was attired in a dress of black velvet, anda 
mantle of the same trimmed with sable, was 
received by Lord Combermere and Maj. 
Bulkeley, Master of the Horse to her Impe- 
rial Majesty during her Cheshire visit. After 
greeting them and graceiully bowingin an- 
swerto the hearty cheers of the crowd she 
drove to Combermere, where she will reside 
for the next two months as Countess of 
Hohenembl. 

Combermere Abbey is a fine ancestral man- 
sion surrounded by a beautiful wooded park 
and fronting on a large and placid lake. It 
is an abbey in name Only,for no trace remains 
of the ancient building, but it is a most 
charming and picturesque spot. The Em- 
press prefers Ireland, and had intended to go 
there this vear. Mounted, as she is,on horses 
of matchiess physical quality, hich mettle and 
perfect training, there is more stir and ex- 
citement in riding over dangerous ditches, 
rugged stone fences and the wild, rough 
country in Ireland than over the level grass 
fielas and simple ditches of Cheshire. But 
Ireland is in the political dumps, and her 
Majesty concluded to come where Land 
Leaguers are unknown. 

She has brought forty horses for herself 
and her suite, which comprises Prince Ru- 
dolph Leichtenstein, Baron Nopesa, Master 
of the Household and Chamberlain; Dr. 
Lanje, Physician to ber Majesty, and Court 
Councilor Kiasde. The meet yesterday of 
Sir Watkin Wynn’s hounds was fixed at San- 
ford, near Combermere, for the benefit of the 
Empress. The early morning train to Whit- 
cbhureh brought parties of hunting gentlemen 
with their finely groomed horses, who made 
their way tothe meeting place, four or five 
miles distant. Her Majesty, accompanied by 
Prince Leichtenstein, drove over in an open 
carriage, behind which was led Pegasus—a 
dark brown mare selected by the imperial 
lady for her first day’s hunt. Among those 
present were Viscount Combermere, Sir Ed- 
ward Hanoner, Col. Lioyd, Mr. Corbet, Master 
ofthe Cheshire Hounds; Lord Hopetown, 
Hon. H. Gore, Capt. Cavendish, Lady Bea- 
trice Cavendish and Capt. Beatly. 

The scene as the bugle sounded was as 
brilliant and inspiring as it could well be. 
The 200 horsemen, mounted on the best ani- 
mals the country can boast, dashed off at full 
speed in pursuit across the valley, with the 
hounds infullery. But the fox after scam- 
pering over afew fields and doubling was 
lost in the cover from which hecame. The 
hounds were then taken to another cover at 
Brown Moss, where the fox soon started to 
run toward the open heath, followed keenly 
by the hounds and closely after by the Em- 
press. She rode bravely and with much 
grace, stopping at nothing, and making one 
daring leap which only two or three were 
disposed to imitate. The fox, fearing to ven- 
ture on the heath, turned and rushed toward 
Whitchurch. any of the horses were al- 
ready jaded, and only the best animals were 
equal to the hot pace which was kept up till 
Reynard was killed, after a spendid run of an 
hour and twenty minutes.

Pledged to Kill Her Father.

From Samara, one of the most flourishing 
towns in the Volga Government, is reported 
the following tragical incident, painfully 
illustrative of the banefu! influence exercised 
upon overwrought natures in Russia by the 
Nihilistic propaganda: Some weeks ago a 
popular preacher in one of the Samara ortho- 
dox churches gave a umbrage to the Revo- 
lutionary Committee of that city by recalling, 
with fervid eloquence, the assassination of 
Alexander II. to the remembrance of his con- 
gregation and vehemently inveighing against 
the murderers of the late Ozar. A few hours 
later the committee held a meeting for the 
purpose of deciding what punishment 
should be inflicted upon the offending 
priest for his imflammatory utterances. 
After some discussion the committee 
resolved that he should be put to 
death, and its members drew lots for the 
executioner’s office, which fell to a girl of 19, 
affiliated to the organization only afew days 
previously. Upon drawing the fatal lot she 
exbibited some agitation, but, speedily col- 
lecting herself, accepted the murderous mis- 
sion with the words, ‘*Thne committee will 
have reason to be satisfied with the manner 
in which its decree will be carried out.” 
Next morning the doomed priest was awak- 
ened, shortly after daybreak, by the 
report of a fire-arm, discharged in a room 
contiguous to his own bed-chamber. Upon 
entering the room in question he beheld his 
only daughter stretched out at full length 
upon the floor near the foot of the bed and 
weltering in her blood. She had just strength 
enough ieft, before expiring, to confess to 
him that she bad pledged herself to take his 
life, in obedience to the orders of Secret Com- 
mittee, but had preferred killing herself to 
fyifilling her oath. Exhorted to reveal the 
names of her fellow conspirators, she stead- 
fastiy refused to do 80, and died without hav- 
ing afforded any clue that could lead to their 


detection.

OSCAR IN CHICAGO. 


A Good Description of the ‘‘John the 
Baptist of the Beautiful.’? 
From tae Chicago Times. 


About 2,500 people went to see that apostle 
of English es'theticism, Oscar Wilde, who 
lectured at Central Music hall last evening. 
It can not be said that the Chicago public is 
hot willing to be amused. The audience 
that filled Central Music hall last night, from 
the rear seat iu the upper gallery to the front 
orchestra-chair, was made up of first-class 
people. It was one of the most inteiligent 
and best-behaved audiences Oscar Wilde has 
faced since his arrival on these shores. 
There were no ebullitions of ill-bred ruffian- 
ism, such as have disgraced several eastern 
cities. The people paid to see a celebrity as 
they would to see a two-headed Australian 
“what-is-it” who could talk Greek and 
Choctaw at the same time. They expected 
to be bored, but they were not going to be 
disturbed by outsiders, and they were not. 
The audience was jate getting in, and the 
lecturer was later, but when some fresh boys 
undertook to hurry him up they were 
promptiy hissed into silence. That was the 
only thing approximating a shadow of 
trouble during the evening. The ladies and 
gentlemen on entering looked about curious- 
ly, as though expecting to see familiar faces 
and hoping they would not. When they saw 
that everybody was there they were relieved. 
*© dear,” whispered a lady on the front row 
to her attendant, ‘‘I was so afraid we would 
be the only foels here, but I do not feel at all 
conspicuous. ‘We are not the only ones who 
are out to-night on aWilde goose chase.”’ 

The lecturer made his appearance at 8:30 
o’clock. He floated into view from behind a 
screen, and paused as he came in sight to let 
the audience take his measure. He was made 
the target for 2,600 pairs of eyes and sub- 
jected to a- close inspection from the soles of 
his silver-buckled shoes to the crown of his 
wellthatchéd head. He was attired, as 
usual, in a biack dregs coat, black velvet 
knee-breeches, black silk stockings, low- 
water shoes and a white waistcoat, cut away 
to better show a sreat expanse of snowy shirt- 
front, illuminated by a gold button of. unu- 
sual dimensions. It was evident that the 
chest of a blacksmith was concealed behind 
the apostie’s linen. A pair of white kid 
gloves,a white tie and a gaudy red-and-white 
carnelian watch chain hanging by a silken rib- 
bon completed the costume. Within a frame 
of brown hair which hung over his shoulders 
with frowsy carelessness was a heavy face. 
The narrow forehead, made narrower by the 
combing of the hair, the large, vacant, rolling 
eyes, the prominent nose with wide nostrils, 
the heavy lips, a mouth, and the long, heavy 
chin made a picture that was striking and, at 
the same time, not altogether pleasant. It 
would be the last face in the world one would 
suspect of belonging to a genuine lover of the 
ideally beautiful. The face is neither that of 
&@ man nor a woman. The absence of a 
beard gives to 1t an added look of effemin- 
acy. It was a positive relief to turn from 
the face to those legs. They were done up in 
great shape, and attracted no little share of 
the attention that was bestowed on the man. 

As the lecturer advanced to the little desk 
in the center of the stage and opened his 
mouth to speak he displayed two rows of big, 
white teeth, which made the lips red by con- 
trast. He has an unmistakably ugly mouth 
when it is at reat, and when opened it is not 
uegzoves. To merit the appellation of **Miss” 
Wilde, which has been applied to him by some 
of his defamers, the lecturer should have a 
sopranovoice; but Mr. Wilde is not so en- 
dowed, and at the same time his voice is not 
like that of others of bis fellow-men. It is 
not an unpleasant voice, but it grows dread- 
fully monotonous and wearisome after a 
while. It was a positive relief when he closed 
his lecture at the end of an hour and a quar- 
ter. Thirty minutes longer would have half 
emptied the house, and forty-five minutes 


more of it would have driven those 
who were left to drink. Mr. Wilde 
was well. received. When he drifted 


into sight he was received with kindly 
applause, and several times during the prog- 
ress of his lecture hand-ciapping and laugh- 
ter rewarded his best sayings. His lecture 
was, in the main, the same as he has been de- 
livering through the East, though he con- 
trived to interpolate one or two local hits, 
which provoked laughs. The first demon- 
stration of applause was elicited by his pe- 
culiar pronunciation of the word *‘telephone.” 
It startled him, and he retreated, as though 
expecting something unpleasant. His ex- 
perience in the superlatively cultivated East 
had evidently led him to expect barbarous 
treatment at the hands of the rude heathen of 
the great West, but he soon saw he had noth- 
ing to fear, and braced up. Recovering from 


his nervouspess very soon, he 
assumed the attitude of a Gal- 
way washer-woman in repose, and 


talkedito the ladies and gentlemen in front of 
bimwith arms akimbo—talked drawlingly and 
with the patronizing air of one who livesina 
state far beyond and above anything any of 
his auditors could hope to attain. An angel 
discoursing from the crystal battlements of 
the golden city could not be more serenely 
seif-satisfied. 

The lecturer’s words fell upon the auai- 
encejlike the patter of rain-drops on a roof, not 
unpleasant to listen to until a person begins 
to wonder when he is going to be allowed to 
escape. Then the sound grows irksome. Mr. 
Wilde talks along lazily, with peculiar ac- 
centuation. There is a species of poetic jingle 
to his utterances, but his lecture as a whole 
was decidealy flat. It lacked force. The 
audience was not looking for force, however, 
but doubtless every person in the nall felt 
amply compensated for coming—but he 
wouldn’t do it again. 


A Defence of Opium. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette, Jan. 28. 


Sir George Birdwood’s letters to the Times 
ought to go far to silencing the clamors of the 
anti-opium agitators. He ascribes the origin 
of this agitation to the commercial jealousy of 
the Dutch in the last century. To disprove 
the pernicious effects of opium-eating, he 
adduces the instance of the Rajpoots, who, 
though “literally saturated with opium’’ 
from their youth upward, are “tone of the 
finest, most truthful and bravest people in the 
world.’’ He further points out that opium 
in the Eastisa valuable febrifuge; that it 
probably assists to counteract the evil conse- 
quences of the peculiar diet of the Orientals, 
andthatit checks all craving for alcoholic 
stimulants. Moreover, tne opium of India 
contains infinitely less morphia than the 
Turkish opium known to usin England; and, 
finaliv, he shows that when smoked as 
‘*‘chandoo’’—which is the Chinese form for 
using the drug—none of the active principles 
of opium are inhaled in the smoke, which, so 
far as it has any speeificjeffect at all, appears 
to be a valuable remedy and preventive in 
cases of bronchial and thoracic disorder. 


Mrs. Langtry and the Critics. 
London Letter to New York Tribune. 


With two exceptions the press criticisms I 
have seen on Mrs. Langtry are to the effect 
that she has shown very unusual ability for a 
beginner, that her performances had many 
points of positive excellence, and that she 
gives promise of taking a high position here- 
after. Thetwoeéxceptions are Punch and 
the well known theatrical organ The Era. As 
to the former, I d perhaps enough the 
other day, but I may quote a remark I have 
beard more than once, that Mr. Burnand has 
used his popes to advertise his own play, 
‘*Tne Colonel,’’? and to depreciate whatever 
seemed to come in competition with it. 
The secret of his persistent ani- 
mosity toward Mrs. aeuctey remains unex- 
plained. As for the Era, it is a paper which 
subsists on the patronage of the theatrical 
profession, and its attacks on Mra. Lapgtr

WASHINGTON DINNERS. 


The President asa Diner—The Secrets 
of Congressional Indigestion. 
J. R. Young’s Lester in the Star. 


The giving of dinner parties is going on ata 
tremendous rate, and there is going to bea 
heap of indigestion among our congressmen 
and public functionaries before Lent sets in. 
I don’t know that there is going to be apy let- 
up when Lent comes, but I will place that time 
as the limit for the best developed cases of 
dyspepsia to show themselves. The Presi- 
dent, who is a good feeder, figures promin- 
ently in this dinner business. He Is a big 
fellow, and consequentiy requires a deal of 
food, and he likes it good. He is not going to 
take ham and eegs for breakfast when he can 
get nice delicate lamb chops—or liver and 

acon when thereis on the table a nice, ten- 
der, Juicy, sirloin steak, say an inch thick, 
underdoue without beingin the least degree 
raw. His dinner is simple, but oh, how nice 
for this time of the year; a dish of contomme, 
a piece of Potomac shad with cucumber 
salad, # canvas back duck accompanied by a 
pone of choice celery and a small dish of 

ominy, terrapin, a small bottle of Pommery 
Sec, a cup of black coffee and # Reina Vic- 
toria cigar. Probably a man couldn’t struggle 
Oreete life with sucha meal] say twice a 
week. 

It is usual for the President to accept invi- 
tations to dine out. He is at liberty to re- 
fuse an invitation without leaving any hard 
feeling, but an invitation from him must be 
accepted, admitting no excuse. I imagine the 
reason he has been —— of so many 
intations to dine out of late is that being a 
widower, and his children off at school, he is 
fearfully lonely in that big barn of a White 
House. He gives dinver parties, but having 
no nostess is compelled te invite only men. 
Now if he were allowed to select men without 
regard to their ang in public life he 
could have a good time, but the dinners must 
be of a semi-official character, which means 
he has to have on hand at every dinner a lot 
of stupid people, simply becauvre they hold 
piace or are prominent in politics. 

These old roosters instead of sitting down 
at the table with the desireand intention of 
having a merry time with their good meal. 
make themselves heavy and dull by assuming 
a dignity and reserve which they imagine is 
required of them by reason of their official 
positions, or else they absorb the conversation 
and talk about themselves. The President 
has not obtained the relief he expected in 
dining outside of the ite House. He 
finds the invitations to crowding in on 
him at such a rate that he will be compelied 
to call ahait. Just where to draw the line in 
his acceptances is a matter which is troubling 
tojhim. He asked a prominent statesman and 
society man the other day how he was going 
to arrange the matter. He didn’t care to 
withdraw altogether form dining out of the 
White House, and at the same time he did 
not care to give offense. The man oi states- 
manship and society promptly said: “Draw 
the line on senators. This will shut out the 
horde inthe house,and there are not over 
fifteen senators who will ever ask you or any 
one else to dinner.” He has accepted the 
suggestion, sothat hereafter he dines with 
no one in official life below a member of the 
senate. 

Ihaye been trying to find out who the fif- 
teen senators are who are inthe habit of giv- 
ing good dinner parties. Oid Burnside was a 
royal diner, but he is dead, and so don’t 
count. Don Cameron, Jones of Nevada and 
Pendleton of Ohio give the most dinners, and 
probably the vest. Edmunds, Bayard, Alii- 
son and Windom give dinners frequently, 
but they have the number few ata time. 
Hale, Sherman, Mahone, Davis of Illinois, 
Hill of Colorado, Fair, Muller of California 
and Sawyer complete the fifteen. The south- 
ern senators rarely fail to accept an invita- 
tion to dinners, but I have never heard of one 
giving adinner. Mahone is the only excep- 
tion to the rule. 

Fiower, the man who'beat William Wladorf 
Astor for congress in New York city last fali, 
is the champion dinner-giver this winter. He 
has three a week, and he takes good care 
that the newspapers are acquainted with the 
fact, and are furnished with a list of the 
guests. He isa wealthy banker, and has an 
ambition to be the Democratic candidate for 
governor of New York next fall, and, like 
Sam Ward, the celebrated lobbyiét, he be- 
lieves in the idea thatthe easiest and surest 
way to capture a man is through his stom- 


ach. 

Vld David Davis gives a series of fine din- 
ners during the winter. The old man has 
some object in view, for he has always been 
put down as close and penurious. Whenold 
lame Mary kept the cake and apple stand in 
the senate corridor Davis took lunch there. 
This used to consist.of three apples for five 
cents, a glass of milk and five cents worth of 
cakes, or two ham sandwiches at five cents 
apiece. I have heard of his growling at Mary, 
saying that five cents wastoo much to charge 
for three apples, as no apples were worth 
over acent apiece. Old Davis lives at the 
National, a sort of ashabby genteei hotel, but 
he gives his dinners at Welcker’s, one of tne 
swell restaurants of the city. Felter, the 
proprietor of Weicker’s, Keeps the senate 
restaurant and the keeper of the senate 
restauraunt,jis the appointment of the vice 
president, or when there is no vice president, 
the pro tem, of the senate. So I imagine, as 
Felter is Davis appointee, he has made it an 
object for the old man to give his dinner at 
his swell restauarunt. 


Trouble With the Beans.

Not many years ago Dr. Dio 
Lewis made a series of announcements toa 
shuddering world, the sum total of which 
was, in effect, that every known or conceiv- 
able articie of food was fearfully unheaithbful, 
and thatthe only way to keep well was to 
starve to death. Bui after a time people 
stopped shuddering and began to eat again, 
with excellent results: and Boston is advised 
to keep right on consuming beans, trusting to 
nature to deal with the insects in her own 
way.

Americans as Orators. 
From the London Times. 

Daniel Webster was much more than an 
orator. Butin his own life-time bis oratory 
often appesred to overshadow his other 
claims to distinction. ‘ihe most celebrated 
American citizens of his generation, and per- 
haps the most honored and beloved, he was 
never accepted by the whole body even of 
American liberals ag their rightful candidate 
for the Presidency. Only when startled by 
the sad surprise of his death did they begin 
to repent of the opportunity they had missed 
of glorifying their side. Since the grave 
clo ed upon himthe splendor of his rhetor- 
ical triumphs has aimost eclipsed bis fame as 
ajuristandastatesman. That the repown 
ofan orator shonid survive at ali must al- 
ways indicate more than ordinary powers of 
speech. That it should survive in the United 
States betokens marvelous eloquence. Abil- 
ity to speak in public is common to all Amer- 
icans, ——— Gen. Washington and per- 
haps,Gen. Grant. Au American who studied 
at Cambridge some forty years-since records 
the naive surprise he feit at discovering him- 
self an object of academical admiration for 
being able to make a set speech without prep- 
aration. Every American could do the 
same, he avuws. The best judges, experts, 
and rivals iistened enraptured to Danie? Web- 
ster, Whether arguing inthe Supreme Court, 
addressing Congress,or deciaimipg at Bunker 
Hill, or in Faneuil Gall, or ona bare, bleak 
rock at New Plymouth. With one accord 
they recognized their master; they could 
deny him nejther their tears nor their judg- 
ment. The art is not dead in Europe. Eny- 
land has two orators left. France has at least 
one. The American Union has not a few. 
But we suspect there is something wanting 
to their efforts which was present still wien 
Daniel Webster expired thirty years ago. 
Words are as flowing and glowing as they 
were: it is the hearis of the hearers which are 
no more as receptive and impressible. The 
festival which honors the memory of Daniel 
Webster reminds this age at once of a man 
who took its predecess»r captive by the 
magic of speech and of its own loss of the 
faculty for abandoning itself tothe same de- 
licious enthraliment. 


THROUGH SIBERIA, 


A Delightful Country and a Happy, 
Contented People. 
From the New York Times. 


There is a Russian correspondent who is so 
wonderfully prolific thatof late hardly an 
English magazineof note is printed which 
does not contaia an article due to the pen of 
O. K. Itis the defence of Russia, through 
thick and thin, which guides this writer’s 
hand, and as O. K. isa Russian, and sup- 
posed to be a woman, considerable attention 
has been paid in Engiand to O. K.’s produc- 
tions. Tothe Fraser of last month, and to 
the Contemporary Review for this month, O. 
K. furnishes articles. Inthe London Times 
O. K. contributed an article exceedingly con- 
ciliatory to Knglish readers, apologetical in 
regard to the treatment ofthe Jews by her 
countrymen. Quite recently a missionary 
Henrv Landseli, has written a work entitled 
“Through Siberia.”” Mr. Landseli traveled 
through Siberia distributing tracts, and 
in the course of his journey visited, so he 
states, many of the prisons in that inhospita- 
ble country. It is from this text that O. K. 
extols Siberia. Itisalovely, a magnificent 
country, only wanting in population. You 
might take a map of Siberia and cut out of it 
Germany, France, Austria and Hungary, and 
still there wou'd be enough left to make up 
Groat Britain and Ireland out of a single 
province, Yeneseisk, and yet the whole popu- 
lation of Siberia is less than that of London. 
Mr. Landsell undoubtedly in his wanderings 
over this vast country must have seen and 
visited certain prisons, but itis quite qnes- 
tionable whether he ever saw any more than 
a fraction of Siveria, or a tithe of the prisons. 
It is in the natnre of Russian things and of 
their way of managing them that an English 
traveler should be hovudwiuked. The tradi- 
tionsof Ruseia are not readily forgotten. 
A great Ewpress of Russia, during the last 
century, rede in state through aiid and 
desert steppes, where thriving villages and 
festive peasants were always ready to greet 
her august coming. An excellent company 
of comedians had been hired regardiess of 
expense to improvise rustic felicity. To-day 
it seems quite probable that the prisons were 
were at ounce brushed up and a —— mise 
en scene presentedsto the unsuspiclous Eng- 
lish traveler. O K. endeavors to paint 
Siberia in most gorgeous colors and to deck it 
with roses and /:lies. Russians, she tells us, 
no ionger fear Sivesia; in fact, if we are to 
believe this lady, a Russian would rather 
spend his life in Tobvisk tban in Paris. 
Siberi: is the land of promise, and soon an 
eager throng of emigrants will flow there 
from Russia. There are no quicksilver mines, 
and ali the dread of prisuners confined for 
their lives is a sham and an exaggeration. As 
to the exil he is treated im the 
most delightful manner, and is abso- 
lutely gorged with food; in fact, he is a pam- 

red individual. It is even an elegant 
hte that the prisoner leads, and euch is the 
affection of the Russians for the Poie (when 
he is safe in Siberia) that one was found 
“who had surrounded himself with smali 
comforts, as Polish bovks, eau de Cologne 
and cigarettes,”’ and for these luxuries,as de- 
scribing the Polish exile, O. K. cites Mr. 
Lansdell. Life in Siberia, sccording to the 
veracious O. K., is one ancommon ease, 
and the prisoner's greatest complaint is thar 
ne has no hiag to do. In fact, **ingtead of

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CONTRADICTORY STATEMENTS. 


The Hard Times in Egypt—Must the 
State Extend Aid? 
Special to the Post-Disvatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, ILL., Feb. 15.—There is a 
strange state of contradiction in the reports 
coming up here im regard to “the hard 
times in Egypt.’’ All the papers from that 
section that are seen here, with one excep- 
tion, strongly oppose any measure by the 
State for the relief of the people,and contend 
that local assistance will be amply sufficient 
to meet all the wants of those in distress. Yet 
individuals writing on the same subject rep- 
resent the case very much the other way. As 
an example, a well informed man writes a 
letter for publication in the State Journal, in 
which he says: ‘‘During the last summer 
and fall I traveled over the counties of Clay, 
Franklin, Gallatin, Jefferson, Jack- 
Williamson, Wayne, Wabash and White. I 
saw the desolate fields, where the corn had 
been burned to death before the middle of 
summer, and where the wheat was so thin 
and scattered thatit would not pay the cost 
of harvesting. Italked with hundreds of 
farmers, and about half of them seemed to be 
in great trouble about their destitute 
condition. The fact is the half has never 
been told in regard to the failure. It is true 
that many farmers are in easy circumstances, 
and many of them will be apt toattend the 
sales of delinquent lands, and, unless the 
time for payment isextended, thousands of 
poor peopie will be seriously damaged. 

“Tr the time is not extended, 
quite abarvest awaits the coufitry news- 
papers in the publication of delinquent lists 
and redemption notices. This may, in a 
measure, account for the bitter oppoBillon to 
the extension of time from some of these pa- 
vers. Someofthem claim that to ask for 
an extension of time for paying taxes would 
be publishing to the world that this part of 
the state is a miserable failure, and that our 
future would be greatly damaged there- 
by. New no man can claim that 
the failure of many years ago in Central Lili- 
nois has thrown discredit on that part of the 
the state, though the farmers there had then 
to come down into Egyptforcorn. A few 
hours spent by the Legislature on this sub- 
ject would actually save suffering.” 

A private letter says a general movement 
will be made s00n in some 
half dozen counties to bring this matter 
still more forcibly to the attention of the 
state authorities,and that something must 
be done to prevent actual starvation. ‘These 
are samples of the contradictory manner in 
which the situation is presented, so that it is 
almost impossible to do more than guess at 
what ought to be done. |
